In his Inaugural address Governor 


Marshall emphasized

law enforcement can be made to go no 
further in any community than tbe 
sentiment of the community affected 
will warrant. Results of recent inves 
tlgations seem, to the governor's mind, 
to bear him out in this contention. 


"We have a constitutional provision 


in the state whereby a jury is made 
the sole judge of -the law and the evi- 
dence." said the governor, "and it is 
a wise provision, generally speaking, 
but out of the provision has grown a 
condition on which I based the state- 
ment T made in my inaugural address. 
The jury men who try any case In a 
community are drawn from its repre- 
sentative citizens, and their finding on 
any issue is final. The state cannot 
appeal, neither can it take a change 
of venue. 
Consequently, when the 


state begins action to put a stop to 
any form of law violation. It cannot so 
beyond the will of the people of the 
community as expressed In a verrtlcl 
from a. jury.

Pilot Declared Boat Safe. 


As the men started out in the boat 


one of them Is said to have remarked 
that it seemed to him 'to be' over- 
crowded and he feared It was not safe 
to atempt the trip In it. Albert Gra- 
ham, 
the pilot,'.and one of.those who 


perished, Is said to have replied that 
it was safe enough all right, as he 
had had twenty-seven -persons ''in 'it 
last night. No more was said about 
the load, -but when the boat reached 
the middle of the stream where the 
water is twenty feet deep,, the craft 
suddenly sank. 


There was no explosion, no leak was 


sprung, but the boat simply sank be-- 
neath the weight it.had been hearing 
and went tp the bottom. As it sank, 
it caused a suction which-took many 
of. the, men down-with it. Others at- 
tempted to swim ashore, but were 
chilled by the cold water and became 
'exhausted before reaching the shore.

Georgians from near by towns, was a 
sprinkling of men and women from 
the north, some of whom have rela- 
tives at rest in the national cemetery 
near by, who died in the Anderson- 
vllle prison.

exercises, those from beyond Mason 
and Dlxon's line looking on in silence 
the while those who gathered to pay 
tribute to the prison commander per- 
formed that service with enthusiasm.

of danger In flying, as there 
is in 


every sport. But granting that, it is 
still.a question in the minds of those 
who have tried both flying and motor- 
ing, -whether

aerodrome, at its 


average gait of thirty-eight miles an 
hour, Is not a safer vehicle than the 
automobile when it goes tearing up a 
road at the same rate of speed. And 
•as between riding in an-aerodrome and 
in a Vanderbilt cup race, ask anyone 
who has tried which he believes the 
safer. Farman, who has given up cup 
rac1ng'..to go. in to aviation; smiles when 
you put-the question, and promptly 
chooses the flying machine. Further- 
more, I'm r told you couldn't 
get the 


Wrights • into a racing auto unless you 
dragged.them into it, and.then sat on 
them. Because, as the two respect- 
fully and earnestly submit, they have 
an extremely anxious regard for both 
life and'limb.. 


One of the usual questions put to 


Orville Wright, at the Fort Myer tests, 
was whether flying is hard to learn. 


"That depends," 'he answered 
al- 


ways. "Some persons learn to run a 
motor car without any trouble at all. 
It takes others longer. 
Some never 


learn." 


Pinning him to the fact, I asked 


whether this was the case with the 
aerodrome. . 


"It seems so," he answered, after a 


moment's cautious reflection. 


But, this-question, asked'by so many 


in a spirit of idle curiosity, is of first 
importance to any 
one 
considering 


flying as a sport If you are a motor- 
ist, the flying machine with its en- 
gine, levers,\ rudders and supporting 
surfaces, will be more' or less easy to 
understand—much easier, in fact, than 
the involved mechanism of a motor 
car. 
But in running your auto, the 


road is in plain sight before you, Its 


hills and vales and turnings clearly in- 
dicated, and every obstruction visible 
before you come to it. Furthermore, 
you can nearly always tell at a glance 
where your auto is likely to skid or 
bore or crimp its forward wheels. In 
the air, however, sight wiJl aid you 
very little. It i? all a matter of sensa- 
tion—of feel. 
Still further, the road 


through the air is a highway among 
hills and hollows, a path filled with in- 
numerable grades and pitches, cliffs, 
gulfs and precipices, all invisible and 
all in a state of chaotic, violent unrest. 
You must keep this in mind if you wish 
to fly. In motoring, you see your road; 
in flying, you' know it only by the feel. 
—Outing Magazine.

Commiation Directs Them to Provide 


Emergency Cuses. 


Indianapolis, May 12.—An order was 


entered by the Indiana railroad com- 
mission yesterday directing all roads 
in the state to comply with the law 
passed by the last general assembly, 
requiring all trains 
to be equipped 


with medical emergency cases. 
The 


"pound of absorbent cotton" such as 
the law requires to be in all cases, 
must be supplied, according to tho or- 
der of the commission. Many of the 
railroad officials believed that this pro- 
vision is impracticable, and an effort 
will be made to get this portion of the 
law modified .at the next session of the 
legislature. In part, the commission's 
order says: 


"The statute having prescribed spe- 


cifically that a pound of absorbent cot- 
ton shall be carried in the emergency 
cases, the commission has no power to 
set aside that requirement. The com- 
mission Is convinced, however, that as 
a practical .matter'of fact It not only 
would be best not to include this par- 
ticular .Item in; the medical cases, but 
that the same might be harmful it used 
In many instances. 
The commission 


will recommend to the next general 
assembly a modification of the law, to 


will fully meet the requirements of 
the federal and state laws as they ap- 
ply to ash pans, and we expect to 
continue to apply this pan to our en- 
gines as rapidly as the work can be 
done." 


INTERURBANS CARRY BAGGAGE.

Indiana will carry baggage on the 
same bnsls as steam roads, beginning 
about July 1.
